A Bucccssful 
oountcrfeitor may defraud the community of 
a few thousand dollars; Tweed robbed the 
city of millions. 
In the eje of justice his 
sentence of twelve years was not excessive; 
but the Court of Appeals declares that it was 
illegal, and we must all bow to the majesty 
and authority of the law. 
The explanation of 
this conflict between law and justice lies in 
tbe lact that the Legislature never contem­ 
plated the peculiar kmd of gigantic swindle 
perpetrated by Tweed, and made no provision 
lor its specific punishment 
There are, doubtless, cases in which the 
«tiorto i ends of justice would be better served by 
leaving the measuro of punishment to the 
discretion of judges. 
But the administration 
of justice must be regulated by settle! gen­ 
eral rules; and if judges were permitted to 
deviate in exceptional cases in obedience to 
their sense ot equity the door would be 
opened

discretion or 
caprice of the magistrate the only meas­ 
ure of punishment. 
Experience has de­ 
monstrated that it is for the interest of society 
that the laws should be made and their pen­ 
alties prescribed by one body of men who can­ 
not foresee on whom they will operate, and 
be administered by a diftlrent body of men 
who have no liberty but to apply settled rulijs 
to individual cases. 
This division of func­ 
tions shuts out favoritiim, protects the admin­ 
istration of justice against the sway of popular

TM« B attle of B an k e r HIU. 
The most important event of the last cen­ 
tury—more imports nt than the Concord fight 
and the Declaration of Independence itself— 
was tho battle of Bunkcj Hill. 
It is true that 
tbe 17ih of June, 1775, was the logical result 
of the 19th of April previous, just os the 
Declaratiou of ludepeudence was the neces­ 
sary consequeuce of a state of war, but with­ 
out Bunker Hill America could uot have been 
Iree, and tbe republics which have since been 
framed would have beeu impossible. 
But j 
lor Buuker Hill tbe Bourbon* might rule in 
France to-day, and the name of Napoleon 
would have been lost in th* obscurity of the 
Conicxu Bonapartes. 
But for Bunker Hill 
tbe fame of Woshingtou might have been 
eclipsed by tbe reputation of Ethou Allen and 
the other pioneers ot freedom whose exploits 
contributed only a moral foroe to the issue of 
the Revolution. 
It was the battle hill at 
Charlestown that gave the commander-in- 
chief named only two days before an army and 
welded the colonies into a country. 
Bunker 
Hill vs’tts not a great battle as we estimate 
military operations to-day. 
A hundred events 
from Auorstadt and Austerlitz to Gravelotte 
aud Sedan have displayed a more magnificent 
warfare, if not a grander courage, but all of 
them lacked tho inspiring purpose ol the 
battle ot Bunker Hill, and none of them has 
borne such lasting truits. 
On that tair morn­ 
ing m June, one hundred years ago to-morrow, 
the power ol Great Britain in America was 
confronted by a power greater than itself— 
the organization of freemen standing in battle 
array to fight lor free institutions; and 
though the field was wrested from undisci­ 
plined patriotism by disoiplmed force, a blow 
was struck, the greatest in all history-a blow 
from which came uot the American Republic 
alone-uot alone the acquisition of a new 
world on thi* side of the Atlauiic, but the 
making of new worlds out ot the old empires 
of Europe and Asia and the laying ot founda­ 
tions so broad and deep that the results of that 
one battle day are to be greater, perhaps, in the 
century of the future than they have been in 
the century ot the past. 
It is only natural that tbe centennial anni­ 
versary of such an event should call out the 
best energies of a free people in its celebra­ 
tion, 
Not only is it an occasion for gladsome 
speeches and patriotic words, lor martial 
poetry aud military uiusio ; but the recital of 
glorious deeds and glorious names enshrined In 
every heart and as vital still as when the ex­ 
ploits of Prescott and Putnam and tbe death 
of Warren first were told, makes the day a 
new birthday of freedom. 
Bunker Hill lives 
over again in all its incident», and the Boston 
and Charlestown of to-day assume the shapes 
ot the provincial town ot one hundred years 
ago. 
We tread the spots with reverence 
which our patriotic ancestors made sacred to 
their sons and to all mankind. 
The old 
redoubt rises once more, 
and we see it
